REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in the 
Board Decision dated 19 August 2010, the prior art used "fails to teach or suggest at least one of 
the disputed features. Neither reference describes, and the reference combination does not teach 
or suggest, a decoder that performs the functions of determining a target branch address from a 
pre-programmed stored value and a program counter value, and branching to a sub-routine at the 
determined target branch address based on a result of the comparison (BPAI Decision page 7)." 
For these reasons set forth in the Board Decision dated 19 August 2010, the claims are found 
allowable.
